The Noyades, Lyiny made Easy, and The Bottle Imp, were the 
entertainments at this Theatre last night. Near the conclusion of the 
performance, some unfeeling wretches alarmed the audience by loud 
cries of “ Fight ;”’ or, “ Fire.’’—Crowds from all parts of the house 
rushed to the doors, and it was some minutes before the audience was 
re-composed. We went down to the lobby, during the consternation, 
and found the whole rout proceeded from a difference which occurred 
between a lady and gentleman in the lobby respecting the payment of 
a glass of negus. The officer took the combatants out of the Theatre. 
In Lying made Easy, Mr. Thorne was encored in “ March to the Bat- 
tle Field ;’’ as was also Mr. Wood, in his Canzonet, in The Bottle 
Imp !—The house was crowded with beauty and fashion. 


Surnrey.—The performances here, last night, commenced with the 
Burletta of Damon and Phillis, which was well acted.—Jack Robinson 
and his Monkey, which followed, is nightly increasing in public appro- 
bation ; it is well got up, and excellently performed.— Love's Frailties 
concluded.—The house was full. 

VauxHaLL.—This evening a variety of Entertainments will be given ; 
the Fire-Works will be on a very grand scale. 

Miyor. Tueatre.—We visited this little Theatre on Monday even- 
ing, but were compelled to reserve our remarks till this day for want 
of room. Since we were last there, the company has undergone an 
almost total change, at least we observed mone of the gentlemen that 
we recollected. The performances commenced with the Play of The 
Castle Spectre, which would have been respectably acted, had not the 
performers, one and all, (with the ‘exception of the Ghost, who had 
nothing to say) been most miserably imperfect in their parts :—the 
prompter had a fine opportunity for display, and was heard more fre- 
quently than we liked. Mies Gonin, who performed the pait of dn- 
gela, pleased us very much ; her interview with the imprisoned Karl, 
whom she discovers to be her father, was managed with discrimina- 
tion and force; she also displayed considerable energy in her appeal 
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to the flinty Earl Osmond. The only character we can praise was 
Mr. Blake’s Father Phillip, and, excepting that his (evidently) move- 
able paunch was very troublesome, and required his continual efforts 
to keep it in its proper position, he displayed more judgment in his 
acting than the rest. We were much amused with the mis-application 
of the letter 4 ;—the gentlemen all fell into this error ; we suppose it 
is the fashiun at this Theatre to be as cockeynish as possible. 


The Gentleman who played Hassan, was miserably guilty of substi- 
tuting the vowel for the consonant, and vice versa. In the last act, 
where he declares his dislike to Earl Osmond, he says, “ I loathe him, 
I habhor him! I ate him!” this climax was really too much for our 
gravity, and we laughed, we are afraid, in a manner very unlike a cri- 
tic. Such a catastrophe we were not prepared for, and we made our 
escape, fearing Hassan might indulge his cannibal propensities on our 
proper person. We returned to witness the performance of Zhe French 
Cook, in which Madame Lapertées sustained the characters of a gouty 
old gentleman, his more lively spouse, and their servant. She is an- 
nounced in the bills as the celebrated female ventriloquist ; we confess 
we never heard of lier fame before, nor, if the truth must be told, do 
we wish to witness her efforts again—they were far below mediocrity. 
The Invisible Girl, and The Castie of Palluxzi concluded.—The 
house was very full.
